Sailing said he felt “quite chipper'* 
after the 300-mile trip, his first by 
plane, and the grizzled old moun­ 
taineer told greeters he felt he 
could “hear better way up in the 
sky." 
■When Sailing arrived, Bush still 
was going strong after a hectic day 
that had worn out many younger 
persons.

ON REASONS FOR 
FINAL ACCORD

W ashington, May JI {ft*)—If you 
were a Supreme Court justice and 
had to interpret the meaning of 
laws passed by Congress, would you 
be guided by what Congress had in 
mind when it was passing the laws 
or would you Just stick to what the 
laws themselves said or didn’t say? 
You won t be alone, whichever 
side you take on th at question, be­ 
cause you’ll have some of the nine 
Suprem e Court 
Justices 
agreeing 
with you. They re divided among 
themselves on 
what they should 
do In a case like that. 
This point of difference among 
the justices came to light again re­ 
cently when the court gave a de­ 
cision on a law passed by Con­ 
gress 
in 
1937 — the 
M iller-Tvd- 
ings act — which said what busi­ 
nessmen could do among themselves 
in fixing prices. 
(tooled T hru Records 
Justice Douglas wrote the opinion 
of the court m ajority and, in order 
to support the m ajority viewpoint. 
he did what justices always do; he 
cited other laws and previous court 
decisions which, he thought, bore 
out his argument. T h at’s common 
practice. 
But then Douglas went further 
than that. He rooted through the 
records back in 1937 to see what 
the members of Congress had in 
mind, or said they had in mind, 
when they were drawing up the | 
M iller-Tjdm gs act and then de­ 
bating it. Others before him have 
done the same. 
Douglas said he was looking for 
clues as to what Congress m eant j 
the law to do But this was a little 
too much for Justice Jackson and 
Justice Minton. Although they were 
part of the majority which Joined t 
with Douglas in handing dowm the i 
decision, 
they 
disagreed 
strongly 
with some of Douglas' reasoning in 
arriving at the decision. 
Said Jackson: "To select casual 
statem ents from floor debates, not 
always distinguished for candor or 
accuracy, as a basis for making up 
our minds what law Congress in­ 
tended to enact ii to subatitute our­ 
selves for the Congress in one~6T Ilf 
im portant functions . . . 
Must Stick To The Law 
T or us to undertake to recbn- J 
struct an enactm ent from legis­ 
lative history is merely to involve 
the court in political controversies 
which are quite proper in enact­ 
m ent of a bill should have no place 
in its interpretation." 
In short. Jackson said. the court 
in interpreting a law should try to 
stick to what the law says—the 
wording of the law—and not to 
w hat members of Congress said 
when they were putting the words 
together. 
And he added: "Laws are intend­ 
ed for all of our people to live by; 
ami the people go to law offices to 
learn what their rights under those 
laws are. . . . 
"AMde from a few offices in the 
larger cities, the m aterials of legis­ 
lative history <the records of Con­ 
gressional hearings and debates) are 
not available to the lawyer who can 
afford neither the cost of acquisi­ 
tion, the cost of housing, or the 
cost of repeatedly examining the 
whole Congressional history.
